evidence which the defense would 
introduce would be unfit for polite 
ears. 
The result was that only 


three women were among the spec- 
tators when Judge 
Maddox re- 


opened court for the trial of the al- 
leged murderer o! Guldensnppe. 
Before Mr, Howe began his opening 
address, John Gotha, the barber, 
was recalled. Mr. Howe asked him 
if he had ever been an inmate of an 
asylum at Fort Hamilton. The wit- 
ness said "No." Mr. Howe repeated 
the question, 
pronouncing 
each 


word with deliberation. 
Gotha 


thought a moment and then uttered 
an emphatic no. 
''That is all I 


want of you," said the big lawyer, 
and Gotha left the room. Mr. Howe 
requested the court to dismiss the 
charge of murder in the first degree 
and the court denied the request. 
Mr. Howe then began his address 
with a declaration of Thorn's inno- 
cence supplemented with a terrible 
arraignment of Mrs. Nack, who 
was denounced as the real murderer 
of Guldensuppe. 


At the conclusion of Mr, Howe's 


address he asked that before the 
case was closed the jurymen should 
be permitted to view the premises 
at Woodside. The district attorney 
said he would like to think over the 
proposition before informing the 
court of his views. 
The defense 


called several witnesses to testify to 
the prisoner's good character and 
after a short recess Thorn was put 
upon the stand to testify in his own 
behalf. 


THORN'S STORY. 


Beginning with the 
statement 


that he came to America seventeen 
years ago, the prisoner said his real 
name was Forceswisky and briefly 
related the facts of his life up to the 
time he met Mrs. Nack eighteen 
months ago. Guldensupne was 
boarding with Mrs. Nack at that 
time. 


I rented a furnished room from 


ner at f2 a week," said Thorn. 


Later I understood Guldensnppe 


was her husband. She first made 
love to me and I returned her love. 
I was very fond of her and loved 
her np to the moment she took the 
witness stand on my first trial." 


The prisoner then told how he 


supplanted the bath rubber in Mrs. 
Nack's affections and described the 
row he had with Guldensuppe in 
consequence last February. During 
this row Gnldensuppe caught hold 
of him. Thorn held a revolver 
which went off accidently. Then 
Guldensnppe took the pistol from 
him and gave him a beating. The 
prisoner left the house and went to 
a hospital. Mrs. Nack met him af- 
terwards very often and they went 
to the theaters and other places of 
amusement. She said she was sorry 
that Gnldensnppe had hnrh him, 
but that he must not heed that. 
Thorn, at the suggestion of his coun- 
cil, then told in his own way what 
Mrs. Nack had said to him after 
that. The court directed Mr. Howe 
not to lead the witness. 


"Mrs. Nack told me," said Thorn, 


"that she wished to leave Gnlden- 
snppe and wished to live in some 
quiet place. We visited the Wood- 
side cottage and as it seemed a suit- 
able place we hired the cottage. I 
paid the $15 and got the key. 


"On the 24th of June I gave the 


key to Mrs. Nack, as she said she 
wanted to do some cleaning at the 
Cottage. About 11 or 12 o'clock 
on Friday morning June 25, Mrs. 
Naok met me at the door. She 
said: 
'I 
have Glndensnppe np 


stairs.' I asked her what he was 
doing there. She replied: 'He is 
dead, I have shot him.' She then 
requested me to help her dispose of 
the body. 


"I went np stain and helped to 


undress the body. Then we carried 
it to the bath tub. I went out and 
bought some plaster 
of 
paris. 


When I came back she began cut- 
ting np the body. She cut the head 
off with a small saw. Then she cul 
through the middle of the body anc 
when I asked her why she cut so, 
she replied. I know enough not to 
cut through the bowels.' 


'Next she cut off the legs, after 


which she went out for a while, as 
it was very warm in there. On her 
return we encased the head in the 
plaster of pans. We brought away 
the dead man's clothes in a bundle 
and I carried the head in another 
bundle. 


•The saw, knife and revolver were 


in the bundle with the clothes. W 
took tho car to the 92nd street ferry 
over which we crossed to New 


to Europe. Mrs. Nack mot him on 
Tuesday night, June 30, and tho fol- 
lowing day he learned from the pa- 
pers that she had been arrested. 


He explained his 
conversation 


with Gotha. He said that he had 
told Gotha that. Mrs. Naek killed 
Guldensuppe and also told the bar- 
ber how the body was cut up and 
disposed of. He told Gotha of his 
intention to give himself up to the 
police, butGotlia asked him tow-lit. 
He gave Gotha some pawn tickets 
and made an appointment to meet 
him the following night. Thorn 
kept the appointment and was ar- 
rested- 
Dnritig his conversation 


with Captain O'Brisn, Thorn said, 
he told the detective some truths 
and some falsehoods. During the 
time he was giving this direct testi- 
mony Thorn looked directly at the 
jury. He spokp distinctly, although 
at times his voice dropped to a 
rather low tone. His direct exam- 
ination lasted thrae-quarters of an 
hour. Surrogate Weller conducted 
the caoss-esaminatiou.

As 
the number reported stolen from 
Columbia City was but seven, tele- 
phonic communication was had 
with tho prisoner's home, Kendall- 
ville, and City Marshall Berhalter, 
of that place, reported the theft of 
fourteen hides of a butcher near 
there.

Reed finally indirectly admitted be- 
ing implicated in the theft. 


City Marshall Berhalter arrived 


here this afternoon and will take 
his prisoner back with him. He 
says that the prisoner, who is a 
young man, is a dangerous person 
to be at large and is a former in- 
mate of the Plainfield reformatory.

There was not much 


noise then, but the atmosphere was 
charged with suspense and expect- 
ancy. All tho vast house was hold- 
ing its breath. 


'A long wait,then a stir.a craning 


of necks, and by a door far to the 
right tho president and vice presi- 
dents entered. 
Tho house rose and 


a hurricane of insults and execra- 
tions hurst from the opposition and 
blew them to their places. 
The 


right answered back, and both sides 
roared and shouted and stormed. 
Two dozen socialists stood in a body 
below the ministeral desks, shouted 
up nt the president and shook their 
fists furiously at him. He addressed 
some words to the house—at least 
one could see his lips move—and he 
spread his large hand depreciatingly 
over his breast. If he is a tyrant, 
he has some beseeching, persuasive 
gestures not seen elsewhere but 
among tho angelh. 


'That holy gesture scorned to 


madden the group of socialists. 
All 


at once they plunged over the bar- 
riers and up through the ministerial 
desks and benches. One in a red 
cravat reached up and snatched the 
president's papers.

Meantime, the whole house 
was howling, yelling and banging 
ou the desks. 
A South African 


thunder storm is silent compared to 
it. 'Rascals;' 'scoundrels,' - those 
and less delicate epithets filled the 
air. 


"All of a sudden that distent door 


opened nnd down the floor of the 
brilliant and superb chamber, drift- 
ed the spectacle and gloss of sixty 
spiked helmets. It was the most 
thrilling theatrical surprise I ever 
saw. I would not have missed it for 
the succession to tho throne. More- 
ever, it was history and belongs 
among the world's memorable days.

Negotiations which have been 


ponding for some months aiid 
which are likeiy to ultimately re- 
salt in the Illinois Central assuming 
control of tho Findlay, Fort Wayne 
and Western railroad, were ad- 
vanced today to a point which indi- 
cates that the deal has gone farther 
than the public was aware and that 
its consummation is near at hand. 
This morning a party of gentlemen 
who represented the Illinois Central 
and Findlay railway companies 
came down 
from 
Chicago in 


special cars attached to Pennsylva- 
nia train No. >, and were met here 
by C. H. Bissell. general manager of 
tho Findlay, Fort Wayne and West- 
em company, who accompanied 
them upon an inspection of the 
Findtay line. They will 
return 


here tonight and their cars will be 
attached to No. 15 and taken to 
Chicago in the morning. The names 
of the Chicago gentlemen and their 
mission are thus given in this mom- 
ing's Chicago Tribune: 


"John Jacob Astur and a distin- 


guished party of eastern capitalists 
and railroad magnates arrived in 
Chicago yesterday iifternoon from 
New York to take steps for welding 
several short lines of western roads 
into a new trunk line from Chicago 
tj New York. Tho new route is to 
find its terminals over the Nickel 
Plate and the Illinois Central. It 
is but another giant link in the Van- 
derbilt trnuk lino system, having 
fcr its special purpose an invasion 
of the Pennsylvania road's Ohio 
and Indiana territory and to pro- 
vide more adequate terminal facili- 
tiue in this city for the Nickel Plate 
road, as well as tho practical con- 
struction of a donblo track for that 
road from Cleveland to this city. 


"Those in the party were Mr. As- 


tor, A. B. Ely, George Chapman, 
and G. F. Hawkins, of New York, 
and W. T. Eaiuey, of Philadelphia. 
With tho exception of Mr. Hawkins, 
who is Mr. Aster's private secre- 
tary, they are all directors of the 
Findlay, Fort Wayne and Western 
railroad, a short line of only eighty 
miles, extending from Fort Wayne 
to Findlay, Ohio, 


'The railway men arrived in an 


ordinary sleeper and left at 11:30 at 
night for Findlay iu two private 
cars, together with Vice President 
larahan, of the Illinois Central, and 
Traffic Manager T. J. Hudson and 
Chief Engineer David Sloan, of the 
same line. 
In Findlay they will 


meet today Or. Seward Webb and 
James K. Roosevelt, of New York, 
and C. M. Bissell, of Findlay, also 
directors of the Findlay, Fort Wayne 
and Western road, and it will bo at 
;hi3 meeting of the directors that 
he line of action proposed will be 
decided upon. 


"Thero was no attempt to con- 


ceal tfte specific work to be accom- 
plisbed at today's meeting, although 
,here was no disposition to discuss 
the real results which lie behind it. 


"Mr. Ely, who was the spokes- 


man of the party, said the purpose 
of the meeting was to decide upon 
eastern and western extensions of 
he road in question, which has 
leretof ore been of a purely local 
character, that practically would 
.nionnt to converting it into a trunk 


ine, reaching from Chicago to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 


"To this end, Mr. Ely said, the 


lirectore undoubtedly would vote 
o extend tho road west from Fort 
Wayne about 200 miles to Kaoka- 
:ee, from which point traffic ar- 
rangements would be made with the 
llinois Central road, which would 
irovide a Chicago entry. 


"Regarding tho eastern 
con- 


nection, he would say nothing more 
than negotiations were in progress 
with a road which would give the 
new road an outlet in that direction. 
He did not think the time ripe, he 
said, for indicating what particular 
road was expected to give tho de- 
sired eastern connection, but- ho in- 
timated that he had little doubt that 
any trouble would be experienced 
n carrying tho contemplated pro- 
gram through to a successful eom- 
iletion. 


'Mr. Harahan and the other 


officials of the Illinois Central, he 
explained, accompanied tho party 
a give the directors the results of 
iheir experience and knowledge of 
the work to be taken in hand. 


"Although Mr. Ely declined to di- 


mlge the name of tho Eastern road 
with which negotiations are being 
conducted, there can be little donbt 
it is the Nickel Plato.

joints so clearly in that direction as 
to make this a practical certainty. 


"In the first place it is only about 


fifteen milra from Findlny, in a 
neftrlyidue easterly direction, bat 
the logic of the situation points to it 
as almost certain connections aimed 
at. 


"By making this connection with 


it the latter road will be provided 
with a practical double track sys- 
tem from Cleveland to this city, 
•ndtmw eqnipiied the Vanderbilt 
system expects to be able to moke a 
big cut into the PemmylvumVs ter- 
ritory west of Cleveland. This has

WILL BUILD A SEW DEPOT. 


Work on the proposed new union 


station of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
at Pittsbnrg, it is said, will be com 
monced by the first of the new year. 
Chief Engineer Brown has in the 
past three years made no less than 
fourteen different sets of plans for a 
station at Pittsburg, The depot 
will be located about where the 
present one is, but will cover more 
ground. 
The building is to be 


160x300 feet, and will be four stories 
in height. There will be a rotunda 
of eighty-five feet. On the first 
floor will he baggage rooms, ticket, 
offices, etc. The waiting rooms will 
be on the second floor, and the up- 
per floors will be used as offices. 
There will be nineteen elevated 
tracks leading to the depot, sixteen 
for passenger trains and three for 
freight trains.
